“The term “yeoman”, or “yeomen” if you will, referred, al one time, to the entire male population al Oberlin. They were sick 
and tired of being, thought of as peripheral to the community -- as opposed to the wymyn, regarded as essential to both the continuation of 
the species and the pillars of social, academic, intellectual, and spiritual like of the college. These men got together in Finney Chapel one 
day, changed their status from “men” to “yeomen”, and in protestation of being, shoved under the carpet in all aspects of collegiate life, 
decided, as a group, to limit their vocabulary (in and out of the classroom) to the single word “Yeo” (or “Yo” for short). Having, 
consensed, the plan was initiated on a trial basis to be redisc ussed a week later. 

Unfortunately, when it came time for rediscussion, no one had anything, to say about whether or not their scheme was 
working, in fear that wymyn were hiding, in the chapel, all the yeomen could say was “Yo”. All the yeomen were beginning, to suspect 
that no one noticed their change in status because no one listened to them in the first place; and many were sad because they could no 
longer talk to their mothers on the phone. 

Fortunately, a couple of female professors did notice the lack of male participation, the men in their classes had stopped, for no 
apparent reason, asking, for extensions on their papers. They brought their concern to the General Faculty. 

The GF alerted the wymyn on campus that the male population had become more or less mule, and the wymyn on campus 
slarled to notice that there were men on campus, and that they were up to something, Investigation ensued. When an invesligaling 
womyn noticed men flocking to Finney, she alerted the General Facully. GF broke up the meeting, of the yeomen, declaring ita meeting of a 
secret society, and forced the men to speak English again.”
